he hackneyed phrase*, which liavo 
been worn threadbare In tbia dlscua- 
I do not think the facta can be 
too often alaled. I do not think that 
OVCU the scroll of the heavens could 
contain the cnormliici, the outragea 
and absurd iniquitice of this tariff 
ay nan. 

This tariff discutilon has been oon- 
hinted at audi grunt length that 1 
loubt not that the ouuide world I* 
beginning to conclude that Congrota 
men "thiuk they are under a sacra- 
mental obligation to exhaust every 
subject with a prolixity which acorns 
consideration of the preciouaucsa of 
lime and the brevity, ot human life." 
Yet, notwithstanding the great length 
to which this diacuasion has been ex- 
tended, I shall ask the indulgence ot 
he cBuiiiilttee while 1 atate aa briefly 
aa possible nunc of my objections to 
i liu bill, and dismiss in a general way 
the subject to which it relates. 

We arc all lainlllsr with it. It ta 
infamous enough itself; It ia a con- 
lession in avoliUnre and a conleaslun 
in ifftortlHttt, and it ia a direct as- 
aertiuu that the great body of the 
American Congress, circled bv a con- 
stituency aa broad as tha whole coun- 
try, la unqualified and iucapaolo ot 
dealing with the great economic 
nitrations which are presented for 
our consideration. 

This bill is an organic injustice. It 
delegates powcra of a quaal.legisU- 
live character to nine civilians, or 
experts. And, by the way, gentle 
men ol the llouso, the. word expert in 
iho last ten ) t ars haa heajo hiadd as 
odious in the American word as the 
Shakespearean word "oeenpv." Jt 
has a vague, general, indiscriminate 
signification thai Is extremely rcpul 
eive to nil thinking minda. 

This bill has ono or two objecta In 
view : either to sucure delay in ttie 
mailer ol revising the taritT, or to ai 
cure a revision in the interest ol 
high protective system. 

' pause here and ask any friend of 
this hill, any friend ol protection, 
any friend ol the existing tariff, if in 
any of iho papers on tile in ibi 
House the name :>f a single fanner 
appears at demanding or urging the 
paasago 01 the bill. H o have with 
out number iho petitions of Iho man 
ulacliiriug interests of every section, 
igucd, 1 doubt not, by their own 
employes, whose bread and meal and 
Iho shelter over iho hernia of whose 
tninlirfladopenri upon the dictum ot 
iheir employers. I liavo no doubt 
wo have utl {-loads of turh petitions 
on file here; but I ask the gentlemen 
who aro pleading lor the paasago of 
the bill io answer II the name of a 
single producor nl the great cereals ot 
America ia on file in lavor ol ita pas- 
sage. 

Itallroada doubtless petition for it ; 
banks petition lor it ; the cotton man- 
illaclurera petition for it ; the spin- 
ners of wool petition for it;maitu- 
laclurera of licsecmer steel petition 
lor it ; the manufacturers of iron pe- 
tition for it, and 1 ask you, gentle- 
men on the other side who aro pre- 
sumed to be the especial champions ol 
this bill, If in all the auuala of the lit- 
erature of petitions on this subject the 
name of a single American farmer 
appear.? They arc satisfied that they 
have been made fur years the victims 
of this odious system of protection ; 
and every paper on file asking lor 
reliof to the muarlo that toils hi the 
com and tobacoo fields In this great 
country asks for relief from tlie in- 
vidious, proacriptlve Infamous system 
that discriminates against their labor 
anil In favor ol the capital and the 
protective, industries of the land. 
There ia not very much poverty In 
this aorl of itateiiient, gentlemen, but 
It ia God's eternal truth. 

Theso people who are protected by 
the proseut system may go on for a 
low yctra in riot, in the enjoyment of 
the splendid incomes which our pras< 
ent system secures to them, but I .ay 
the lima is not far distant when you 
will bo called to an extra account by 
the American people that havo been 
so plundered by your infamous exac- 
tions. If the Itepubllcau party need' 
ed nothing else to damn It in the esti- 
mation of all right-thinking people, 
the fact that It Is tbn author Of the 
Morrill Tariff Bill ia enough hi the 
eyos of God and mon to consign it to 
tlio infamy of an absolute and uneon 
ditional perdition. 1 do not mean 
the hell that is spoken of in this new 
translation of the) Bible, but I mean 
the old, orthodox, unconditional bell 
of King James' version, [Laughter 
and applause.] I am "not a new 
translation man ; I belleyo in an orth 
odox hall ; and when I look on that 
side of the House and contemplate 
the Iniquities of this infernal tariff 
system I realize the necessity of a 
hell. [Great laughter and applause.] 
This bill, then delegates the powers 
that belong to the American Con 
gross lo nine civilian experts lobe 
chosen by an accidental President, 
hostile in his political views lo a ma- 
jority of Iho American people. Ills 
an absolute surrender of the powers 
and privileges ol this House dele- 
gated to it by the Constitution, which 
provides that all bills for raising 
revenue shall originate in the House 
of Representatives. What does it 
proposer It delegates lo nine mon 
powers and duties which bv the Con- 
stitution of the United States belong 
exclusively to Congress. Is It not a 
humiliating spectacle that Iho repre- 
sentatives of the American people In 
tide the highest deliberative body in 
the world should tnako Iho confes- 
sion that they are Incompetent to 
execute the high , trust con filled to 



functions ol Government which they 
were elected and are paid to carry 
into effect 7 

1 say to you gentlemen over on that 
side of Iho House that, if this bill 
becomes a law by your vole. In all 
conscience you ought to contribute 
out of your salaries enough to pay 
Iho expenses of theae nino civilian 
experts. "Von were pent here to re- 
vise this tariff You wore elected to 
devise ways and means lorcarrviug 
on this Government. It you admit 
your Incapacity annV delegate your 
powers and perogalives to nine paid 
civilians, by evory principle of com- 
mon houesly known among men you 
ought lo pay the expenses vourrelvcs. 
Tha; would make an ouormous differ- 
ence, I take it, in the votes on that 
side if it were tacked on as an amend- 
ment. [Laughter.] 

Amid all the screaming and howl- 
ing virtue on the Itepubllcau sldo of 
this House, reduction ol salaries is 
not one ol their distinguished char- 
acteristics. Seventy li ui cents a day 
would bo very fair pay for a irsui who 
voles for this bill. [Laughter.] I 
hope gentlemen will not gel Impatient 
with me; I have not occupied (lie at- 
tention of this Houso more than 
six hours lu six years. [Cries of "Go 
ahe.nl !"] 

Now let me inquire ol gentleman 
who advocate the paasago of tills bill 
where (he membors to compose this 
commission are to come from, and in 
what manner ibis extra judicial com- 
mission ia to he constituted ? Are vou 
to lei the Irish have representation? 
There has been a great outcry In this 
House about demanding Iho release 
of tbn suspects on ihe oilier side of 
tlio Atlantic now in British prisons, 
with which I thoroughly sympathize. 
Our Irish population constitutes an 
important factor In our cosmopolite 
nationality. Are you going to give 
the German element representation ? 
They believe in personal liberty, and 
they are afraid of theso fanatic il peo- 
ple on iho other aide who advocate 
temperance bills and take a drink 
five times a day. [Laughter.] 

These gent lumen also occasionally, 
In a spirit of unusual and extraordi- 
nary morality, advocate the passage 
of bills for llie government of Utah 
thai will wipe out all the iniquities of 
the polygamic system and leave un- 
touched Hie plalu system of fornica- 
tion known elsewhore. [Laughter.] 
Out gentlemen. I do not Impugn your 
virtue; God knows that in my judg- 
ment there is not a single map in Ihe 
House who la nut as pure and as !ui 
maculate as the icicle that hang, on 
Diana's temple. [Laughter] I am 
not here to make invidious allusions 
or comparisons; I only know that 
(hp Republican party occasionally ex 
pcrleiicos a spasm of virtue that ircu 
orally ends ill smoke, and limbing 
el-e. Whlloihey claim to bo a God 
aiid-mortalily party, thoy have ways 
very much like an average sinner. 
(Laughter] 

Again, 1 ask, are theso commis- 
sioners to conic irom Ihe great valley 
ol the Mississippi river, which is the 
grand lood-prudueing basin of the 
(.'lilted States, mid whose people are 
mo.e interested In the tree exchange 
of products than any other people on 
the faeo of the hemisphere? Aro 
they lo come from protocted New 
England ? Are they to come from the 
growing Slates on the Pacific coast? 
And by tho way, t see lha bonovo- 
lent face of my friend ' from Califor- 
nia (Mr. Page) beaming on me like 
an auti -Chinese lantern, [Laughter.] 
I nsk him if he wants the Pacific 
coasl left out in the general make-up 
of tbia commission ? I ask lha Repre- 
sentatives of New England If they 
waul Iheir spindles and their water- 
powers at Lawrence and Lowell lobe 
eproseuled in tills extraordinary 
quasi judicial commission which is 
loft to llie discretion of President 
Arthur? Are there lo be representa- 
tive, of all these sections and inter- 
ests? And. in addition, lliey ace lo 
be the beneficiaries or the victims of 
the present infernal and iniquitous 
tariff system? 

The English language has loo great 
poveriv of expression lo proporly 
convey to the Amorlcan peuplo an 
Idea of the Incongruities, the enor- 
mities and the absurdities of ihe pres- 
ent tariff. Aro they to be intelligent 
and impartial citizeus. having no po- 
litical or sectional interests lo sub- 
serve, but anxious only to promote 
tho general welfare of the whole 
country. My God, gentlemen, how 
rato such a character is to-day 1 How 
few of us (and I speak in a general 
sense), how tew ol us iu casting our 
vote upon any gnat measure or pub- 
lie policy cousider what its effect is lo 
be upon the whole country I Bather 
do we consider how it Is going to af- 
fect us in securing our own nomina- 
tions iu Iho race for seals iu this 
House. 



How will this affect, not New Eng- 
land, not the Mississippi bssin, not 
the Pacific eo.st, but the wholo coun- 
try? And I ask you gentlemen who 
are fair-minded, it mailers not What 
vour political convicllona may be, I 
put It to you peraonally, if iu the ad- 
judication of the great economic 
questions that are presented for the 
consideration ol lha American Con- 
gress, wo give thorn that broad nat- 
ional scope ol observation ami re- 
gard which by virtue of Ihe high po- 
sitions we hold here wo ought to 
give them? Or do wo narrow to a 
district what should be designed for 
the whole country? 1 want to ask 
those gentlemen on the other slda if 
the agricultural, the mechanical and 
the manufacturing interests shall be 
fairly represented on this commis- 
sion? What assurance have you from 
President Aithur that It shall be so 
constituted ? 

I served here In the Forty-Sixth 
Congress, and remomber that It was 
pretty generally understood among 
us what sort of bills Mr. Hayes was 
going tovoto and what tort he was 
going to sign, 1 hope nn such era la 
to be inaugurated under tho new 
reyimt. 

I ask you, gentlemen, if those great 
interests— and I ask you Iu common 
fairness if they are not great Inter- 
est*— the mechanical, agricultural and 
all the industrial Interests of the 
country will bo represented on this 
commission? Will tho farmer? No, 
gentlemen; (he farmer hat taken 
back seat in this House lor the last 
forty years. He hat scarcely au ad 
vocate on this floor. How many 
have appeared here with a bill In the 
exclusive interest of Ihe great farm- 
ing industry of the country ? You ep 
ply fur special relief for injustice al- 
leged to have been done to the maun 
torturing industries; but who oter 
came before this Congress asking iu 



enorgv a siuglo solitary measure lor 
its relief. 

1 ask, then again if the farmer ia to 
be on that commission ? Do uot tell 
mo that the tanners havo not intelli- 
gence enough to serve on any com- 
mission this House could authorize. 
Do nut tell me that the farming in- 
terest is not sufficiently vast to re- 
Quire and demand a representation 
upou a commission so important to 
the American people as lids. Will il 
be repr tsenled ? 

Will the banker, the merchant, 
the mechanic, ihe manufacturer, ihe 
railroads, the ship owners, the ship 
builders, thu salaried and waged lab- 
orers of tho country— will Ihrv all 
have representation upon a commis- 
sion vital to ail their important inter- 
ests? 

And by the way, gentlemen, the 

laried and wage laborers of this 
country have as much interest in this 
bill as anybody else. Who pays any 
attention lo ilium? They represent 
about eight-tent bs of tho whole body 
of tlio American penple. Eight- 
tenths of our wholo population mako 
their living by the swoal of Iheir 
brows, by tilling the soil, by work- 
ing in tho shops, tho black-smith- 
shops, the carpenter shops, and all the 
Varied industries of the land, or de- 
pend for sustenance upon the labor 
ot those who are so employed. The 
salaried and wage laborers of llie 
land are those who need and require 
protection. 

Capital is cautious, conservative 
and self protective. You mav put a 
man witli a hundred thousand dol- 
lars in the wilds or Senegainbla. and 
he is a comparrtively free man, lor he 
can buy all thu Atrican princct nec- 
essary to secure his sato return tot lie 
coasl. It is not audi mon who re- 
quire the protection of the law. 

It is the men who work twelve 
hours a day to support thdr wives 
and children, lo supply Ihom with 
bread and meat, and shelter oyer 
their heads, who require the protec- 
tion ol American legislator*. They 
aro iho people for whom protective 
iawt should he specially designed; 
not with a rlow to do any injus- 
tice lo Ihe moneyed Interest; not 
with a view of doing any injustice to 
railroad or ether corporations, but 
upon the broad oalhul|c and benign 
principle that the helpless always de- 
mand thu strong protective power of 
Iho law. I appeal to you, gentlemen 
who differ from mo in sentiment, lo 
know If it is not (ruo that the legisla- 
tion of the past twenty years has been 
in the interest ol banks and b inkers 
and railroad eorporatious ami the 
great protected interest* of the laud ? 
I ask any guntleiuan hereto point me 
to a single aialule that adorns the 
statute book ol our country . that is 
designed expressly and exclusively 
lor the inlorusis ol the fjruing peo- 
ple. 

They cannot wine you and dine 
you. They have no paid ami sala- 
ried lobby here to protect their inter- 
est. Thu great majority of them are 
poor. Your corridors are not crowd- 
ed with the salaried agent* of Iho 
farming interests. But you cannoi 
star', out of ouo of those corridors 
without running across a railroad 
lobbyist; without running afoul of 
a man who wants to rucharter the na- 
tional bauk ; without running afoul 
ot Ihe man who wants to protoct the 
salt interest ; without running atoul 
of a man who is in lavor of ' the pro- 
tection ortho iron interest. Not a 
single farmer is lo bo heard from, 
either by himself or by bis ageuts, in 
theso corridors. Producing all Ihe 
wealth of the couuiry, establiahliig 
its prosperity, he. stands Iu legisla- 
tion representing seven tenths of the 
whole population ol (lie United 
Status ; he stands here without a lob- 
by and comparatively without a 
friend. I conjure you, gentlemen, to 
think ol the idea of delegating the 
great and important interest* or the 
tanners of this coa.itry to such a tet 
ot wet nurses [Laughter. | This in- 
fant Is too nearly strangled and 
starved by abstomioiisuess aud by 
ill-lending to bopo that Us life can 
be prosorvod by surrendering it to 
such nn infernal foundling asylum as 
that. | Laughter. J 

Now I ask your attention respect- 
ively lo another Idea. I am not try- 
ing to say anything new on this sub- 
ject, because tlio ground hat becu 
trodden oyer very thoroughly. I 
am only attempting, like a good, 
cook, to make the fare of yesterday 
passable again to day by a varied 
dressing. I am pulling more sauce 
In this thing than usual. [Laughter) 
Under the provisions of thi* blil the 
President may exercise an absolute 
discretion in the selection ot mem- 
bers ot the commission. He may, II 
he choose*, appoint every one ol the 
member* rrom a single protected in- 
dustry. He may lake every one or 
thorn from your Uessemir-steel men : 
he may tako every one of them from 
your wool men ; he may take every- 
one Of Ihem from tno representatives 
of any of the interests that are iiere 
on thi* floor to-day or are here 
through paid lobby!*'* In ihe corri 
ridort ot this Capital. 

tnowcomo lo the consideration 
of a question which I approach with 
many misgivings. I do not want to 
•ay anything unkind ; it I* 
not In my nature. [Laughter.] I 
have served here a long time; and I 
appeal to gentlemen on both sides of 
the House if 1 have not been uni- 
formly courteous and considerate of 
their feelings. But I am going to 
discuss a question which hat some- 
what ot personality iu It. I trust I 
shall be able to deal with it with that 
degree of deftness which will leave 
no sting behind. I come to contem- 
plate the Committee of Ways and 
Means, and I pause in order lo allow 
tho average Congressional mind to 
grasp tho Vaslness of this subject. 
[Laughter.] 

Now I desire lo ask why haa not 
tho committee of Ways and Meana— 
that might v body which is tho arbiter 
etettantiarium of this Houte, aud 
which controls absolutely lis eco- 
nomic dealiuloi— why ha* not Ibis 
committee revised the tariff? . I* it 
poaaible that they aro willing lo con- 
less In the face of heaven and men 
that they are incipable of grappling 
with the grand 'questions which are 
referred to them by llie Houte? a I 
am not disposed gout lemon, to en- 
tertain as poor an opinion of that 
cotnmitteo aa they seem by Iheir 
aet* lo entertain of Ihemselvot, and, 
God knows, inodoaty It not the 
weakness of the average American 
Congressman [Laughter.] It teems 
to me that a sub committee ot the 
Committee on Ways and Means 
ight bo Ronstltuted consisting or 



(Mr. Kelly,) the gentleman from 
Iowa (Mr. Kasaon.) Iho gentleman 
from Minnesota (Mr. Dunnell,) 
whom I see before me, my colleague 
(Mr. Carlisle, the gentleman Irom 
Virginia, (Mr Tucker), and Iho gen- 
tleman from Illinois (Mr. Morrison), 
thus embracing three groat Itcpresen- 
lalive* of each of tho Iwo great po- 
litical parties which are so nearly 
equally divided In this House aud iu 
the whole country. 

Here is a sub committee selected 
in a spirit of lairuras, throe of one 
parly aud three of the other, rep- 
resenting the intelligence, the expe- 
rience, the capacity of llie two great 
political parlies that are struggling 
for mastery in tills country. I 
would have more confidence person- 
ally in the recommendations of such 
a sub-committee than in all tho parti- 
san commissions that President Ar- 
thur could select during the remain- 
der of his official life. Hero aro men 
chosen by the American people, un- 
dergoing tho cross-firo of atlvcrse po- 
litical criticism iu their own districts, 
bringing to this house Iho prima 
facie faef that the people whom they 
have the honor to represent have in- 
dorsed them and expressed confidence 
In their wtsdjin, their fairness and 
their justice. If wo could havo a 
sub commit Ire like this, consisting of 
three gentlemen on each side, rep 
resenting the two great political par 
tins In thi. country. I ask tho gentle 
men of this House If they would lint 
have more confidence in the finding 
of that sub committee than in thi* 
commission or wet-nurses? I pause 
for one minute to know ir any nun 
in this House, Republican or Demo 
crat, differs tromj mo iu. that state- 
ment. 
Mr. White rose. 

Mr. McKenzin— Oh, John, sit 
down. 1 Laughter], I do uot mean 
any offunae to my colleague. "Then 
none have I oltciided. I havo done 
no more to Cte<ar than you should 
do to Briitns." [ Laughter] 
Mr. Whl'o rose again. 
Mr. MoKenzle— I liavo given yon a 
sub-commit I. e composed of an equal 
number or the two great political par 
lie- represented on this floor; and I 
ask whether yon would not have 
coiifldeiiRo in the wisdom of their 
conclusion ? 

Mr. White— I beg my colloague'. 
pardon for inlerruptinghini— 

Mr. McKonzlo— It Is uo interrup- 
tion. 

Mr. White— My eolleagne aald ho 
would pause for replv; and I thought 
iri did not reply ho might consider 
that I was agreeing with him 

Mr. MeKenzie-Ni., indeed, I did 
not conclude that ; I knew you did 
not. I k-iiew you too well for th 
John. [Laughter]. 

Mr Rooeanu -Will (he genllcmau 
rrom Kentucky permit mo to ask him 
a quel inn ? 

Mr. McKonzio— With sreat pleas- 
ure 

Mr. Robeson— I would like to nsk 
the gentleman why, when he makes 
up hi* tub coinmltteo or the leader* 
ol tho two parties nu that eummlttae, 
he leave, oft' ihe representative leader 
on the Democratic tide ol the Houte 
its late Speaker? 

Mr. McKenzle— Bocni'e it la not 
usual to constitute a aub-comini'teo 
out of the Thole emu mince. 

Mr. Robeson— Why, iu eelerilng 
representative men lor his sub-corn- 
mil tee. does he not put on that com- 
mittee tho gentlemen whom his par- 
ly selected as their rcpresoiitatjjie ? 

Mr. McKenzle— I always inakcFlt 
a rule to pick out Ihe best men I can 
find. [Laughter]. And by that lan- 
guage I mean lo cast no colorable 
reflection. 

Mr McMlllin— I suppose, too, that 
my friend from Kentucky docs not 
want two of them, one-third, from 
the same Stale? 

Mr. Robosou— I do not care what 
Stale thov eomo from at long at Kiev 
are the representative men. 

Mr. McKenzle— Kenluckv general- 
ly sends as good people hero as any- 
body else. 

Mr. Candler— I «honld llko to atk 
(he gentleman a qiieitinu. 
Mr. McKenzle— Certainly. 
Mr. Candler— I should like In ask 
him if we do not hnve the advantage 
of the ability, and experience of the 
gentlemen ho hot named aBer wo 
have' received (he report or the com- 
mission. 

Mr. McKenzle— I will answer thai 
oy iuqiilriug of the gentleman from 
Massachusetts what nvenue* of infor- 
mation are open to tliia wet-nurse 
commission that aro not equally open 
lo (hit House? 

Mr. Chandler— I will answer (he 
grin Ionian, lie presents nil exager 

ated statement, which ia not sus- 
tained, when hn criticise* the com- 
mission proposed by thi* bill. We 
•hall have advantage* In that com- 
mission In seeking iu formation from 
Hip farmer* whom he refer* to at 
well aa from Hie manulacturer*. 

Mr. McKouzIo— You u*e the par 
*onal pronoun "we." To whom do 
you refer. • 

Mr. Chandler— When you Haled 
that a wet-nurse commission will be 
appointed, It is something for which 
you have no authority. We have a 
right to believe that the President of 
Iho United States will appoint an in 
telligcut com mission— ono that will 
command iho respect of the country 
Mr. MrKen/.io— Is not thi* an in- 
telligent flotue? 

Mr. Candler— After (he report of 
the commission it will be dealt with 
as it deserves. 

Mr. McKenzio— This body repre- 
sents the Intelligence of the American 
people. There la at much intrlli 
geiiow outsido of It as '.here it here, 
and more, ' too, perhaps. [Great 
laughter j But these Representatives 
were telectod because or their Intel 
llgence and supposed fitness lor their 
position upon this floor. 

Now I atk the gentleman, in a Yan 
kee way, a question. Doea he sup 
pose a liner body or experts oan be 
selected outsido of (his House than 
lu it? 

Mr. Ctndler— I do not wantabody 
of experts. If I could appoint the 
commission I would appoint, and 

1 hope til* President will, men of OS 

Utblished reputation and character, 
who, after they have investigated this 
matter, will give an opinion which 
will be ol value to the whole loun- 
iry. It is not atone that wo want a 
commission that can make a report, 
but we want to get Ihe truth from Hie 
people, and we can got it iu no better 
wav than tbia. 

Mr. MeKenzle-Tlie gentlemen 
will pardon me. It is not the duly 
or part of iho duty ol thheouimla 
• ion (o give opinions; It Is pimply to 
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willing to concede the lact that a com" 
mission appointed ty President 
Arthur has more capacity t* collate 
facts with thegreat body of statistic* 
open before us, than any committee 
that may be appointed by this House? 

Mr. Candler— No, sir, I bollevo 
from this Moose, Mr. Speaker, we 
can select men well qualified for that 
position. 

Mr. McKenzic— Do not tako up too 
much of my timo. 

Mr. Candler— but experience In Ihe 
Rouse aud out of it aallsfle* na thai il 
require* more time than any com- 
mittee of this Rouse can have. 

Mr. McKenzic I can not yield 
forther. If the gentlemen from 
Massachusetts knew how many mure 
good things I have lo say lie would 
not tako up so much of my time. 
[Laughler.l 

Mr. Candler— That is Ihe reason 
yon want a proper commission to In- 
vesligalo Hie facta in detail and to 
discriminate. 

Mr. McKenzie— It would take me 
Ave years to give the enormities end 
iniquities in detail. I am now only 
generalizing. [Laughter] 

Mr. Chairman, il 1 had lime 1 
would ask tho indulgence of this 
committee while I analyzed the prop- 
osition. Here is tills Committee of 
Ways ami Mean, a committee of thir- 
teen members, consisting ~ol Messrs. 
Kelly, Knsson, Dunnell, McKlnlev. 
Jr., Hubbell, Haskell. Russell. Erreit, 
Randall, Tucker, Carlisle, Morrison 
and Speer. 

If I wero lo refer to Ihe Congres- 
sional Directory, the finest reposlto- 
itory of supprcssod vanity that God 
Almighty ever permitted, Igrcat 
laughter and applause], I could aat- 
isly you that Diyiue wisdom never 
permitted a book to emanate from 
the Atnorican press which contained 
as much modest assumption. [Be- 
iiewed laughter.] Snpposo I were lo 
entertain the Housu upon the theory 
that this bill is a rou lession ol weak- 
ness, that it is n confession that the 
Coin mil tee on Ways and Means of 
this House, aro noi equal, intellect- 
ually, to the great task of grappling 
with Iho subject or the I trill— mid I 
submit to every member upon this 
lloor, in common fairness and Justice, 
if the hill does not show that to he 
the fart? Suppose, lollowing out the 
idea, I were to refer to the biograph- 
ical sketches so kindly loruishrd to 
Mr. lien: Perley Poor by these gen- 
tlemen themselves; suppose 1 were 
lo trace out the intellectual cstimatos 
placed upon themselves by these gen- 
i lemon— and 1 presume "ilicy wroto 
the biographlot iheinsclvos. [Laugh- 
ter] But 1 will not do il because I 
I have not now lime. Still I invite 
the adoption of the House and the 
country to tho modest, shrinking, 
girlish estimate placed Upon them- 
selves by theso tiod-feiiring men. 
[Laughter and applause ] 

I had begun to think, Mr. Chair- 
man, that 1 had manifested a spirit ol 
mudusty myself, a sort of shrinking 
nature upuu the floor of the House, 
but when I came lo rrnd these 
sketches by the members of tho Coin- 
initteo on Ways aim Means, pub- 
lished in the Congressional Directory, 
I telt that I had been bold, srlf-as- 
siimiuga.id presump'oiH, and was no 
longer en tilled lo believe myself a 
modest man. [lUinewed laughter.] 
1 invite attention to them ; no more 
interesting reading exists in tho an- 
nuls ot literature since the "Canter- 
bury Tales" were written. [Laugh- 
ter.] Look nt tlio age* ot these men. 
They are uo spring chicken*. [Re- 
newed laughter.] They are about as 
thoroughly matured a sot ol individ- 
uals a* I have ever oncounlered iu 
this House. I thought I had the 
wholo matter before mo here, unless 
some of them havo born too modest lo 
insert il iu llie Record : but I will not 
take tip the time of (he committee 
now by reading them; still, ir gentle- 
men choose to look they will find 
here about a* interesting reading 
a* they over came across, and they 
will *ee that tlio mini Her of thi* di- 
rectory has succeeded In getting Iheir 
ages, 1 suppose after the fashion of 
the census officers, who, when they 
found nn old maid who declined to 
give her age, declared that they would 
set her down at eighty yoars, by 
which thoy generally managed to get 
a response. I Laughter.] 

A* the representative ol *ISO,000 
people, on (his floor I demand ot 
theso gentlemen who support tin* 
bill that they inform thi* House what 
necessity exist* for making llie Exe- 
cutive the autocrat of Ihe legislative 
department. We havo hail a good 
deal of experience In this commis- 
sion business. In the l-'ortj -.fourth 
Commission that did not turn out iu 
a very satisfactory sort of way. 
[Laughter.] It succeeded in foisting 
upon the American people as the 
President of the United States a man 
who had as much moral right to the 
offlco as I have to a quarter sectlou 
of land in (he moon ; and by the way 
It was an Administration that will 
go down in history remarkable for 
but two things— weak vetoes and 
cold water at ttate dinners. | [Great 
laughter [ I will atk (he untamed 
patriot! of tho Republican side of Ihe 
House what I* the necessity ofplac 
lug in the hands or an accidental 
President the power to create Ihe 
commission? Wliv not ereato It our- 
selves. Have you confidence in your 
ir How -members ? I have, on this tide 
or the aisle. [Lstighler.j 

Will noi your cjustltuontt— and I 
use the pronoun "your" when I refer 
to the member* who will vote forlhis 
enormity— will not your constituents 
say to you when you shall have en 
acted Ihla bill into law h/ your weak 
ne**, confessed your inability to deal 
with the great economic question* 
presented for your consideration?

Dining the last twentv year* the 
name of Charles It. Darwin has be- 
come v*ry lainiliar to the reading 
wuilJ as the pioponnderof tho devel- 
opment theory of life, hut he hasdis 
inguishod himself iu other paths of 
science, and hisMeath, which occurred 
yostrerday, will leave a deeply regret- 
ted vacancy in the ranks ot scientific 
investigators of the mystery ol ani- 
mate and inanimate things. 

Charles 11. Darwin was a son of 
tho distinguished Dr. Erasmus Dar- 
win, and was born at Shrewsbury, 
Fob lSth, 1809. He studied at El- 
inburgh and at Cambridge, where ho 
took his degree in 1831. He sccoui- 
pinied the British exploring expedi- 
tion around the world as naturalist, 
and was absent five years (1831-36), 
during which he visited South Amer- 
ica, the Pacific islands, Australia, 
New Zealand and others countries, and 
secured a large am mnt of valuable 
scientific material, which he gavo to 
the world In throe volumes iu 1830 
Ho was elected a fellow of the Royal 
Society in 1831, and before 1813 
published his works on coral reefs, 
geology of volcanic islands and ol 
South America and tho antilogy of the 
expedition, and continued writing 
scientific papers on various subjects. 
Iu 1859 he published his celebratod 
work, on "Tho Origin of Species by 
means of Natual Selection," which 
has beou translated iu all European 
languages, and has drawn forth a 
vast i in unit of close criticism, hostile 
and favorable. His doctrine of con- 
tiooua development as opposed to 
separate creation of species has been 
widely accepted, even by some distin- 
guished theologians who once eppos- 
ed it. In 1371 his "Descent of Man. 
and Selection in Relation to Sex," 
appeared and created a greater sen 
salion than his "Origin of Species." 
Ilis scientific papers uro very numer- 
ous, but his lame rests chiefly upon 
the bnldnees of his theories with re- 
gard to man's origin. Darwin was 
overwhelmed with medals and other 
honors from ali the scientific societies 
of the world. 

With reference to his ontological 
views, he is not the coryphoeus of 
the doct lutes announced. He has 
only enlarged upon the < J reek and 
Oriental philosophers who held to the 
doctrine of evolution, and traces of 
his theories may bo fonnd lar back in 
tho rqalm of human thought. His

delphia grand juries a wUo berth. 
The indictment for "pa^fng of bad 
counterfeit Coiue" atioiild have been 
quashed on demurrer— a bad counter- 
feit is no counterfeit — it deceives no 
one. It is a good connterteit that 
does the business. Such as are per 
petrated by ye hoodlums who fill the 
holes in perforated silver coin (now 
heavily discounted by the custom of 
yo bankers), with lead or other sub 
stance and thereby deceive and take 
in ye unwary. 



Perilous Ascent of the Natural 
Bridge. 

Mrs. J. M. McTeer who died at her 
home in Wythoville, Va., on MouJay 
last, was the relict of Col. Piper, who 
gained a national fame through his 
perilous feet of climbing the natural 
bridge, in Rockbridge, county, whilo 
a student at Washington College 
(now vVashington and Lee Universi- 
ty). During the »nm.-ner of 1818 bo 
and three other etudonis obtained 
permission of the President to bjwihI 
a day from tho college, and they wont 
about twelve miles to the bridge. As 
soon as they arrived, in youthful glee 
they commenced the aaceut of the pre- 
cipitous sides of the bridge, and cut 
figures and names upon the stone. 
Young Piper spied the name of 
Within ;ton standing above thou- 
sands of others, aud started upward 
to write his nam* above that of the 
first President He made a laborious 
ascent and |inscribe>l his name fifty 
feet above that ot Washington, and 
continued upward, cutting his foot- 
holds with ids knife until ho stood 
170 feet above his horrified compan- 
ions, whose entreaties for h<s return 
had become more and more difficult to 
bear. From this point be turned for 
the first time and looked downward, 
to tee that return wae impossible, 
since the knife that hid carried him 
so far was worn nearly to the handle. 
Each moment was one of intense sus- 
pense to his companions, who from 
below witched for and expacted his 
destruction at any tim". Painfully 
he worked a few lect higher, until the 
kuife was useless, and he hung seem- 
ingly on the laeo of the precipice. In 
that position, between hope ami fear, 
he lived what seemed years, until res- 
cue came from above in the shape of 
a lasso and he was drawn up to the 
top of the bridge, where he fainted 
from exhmstion.
